“Tf L read the temper of our 
people correctly we now realize as 
we have never before our interde- 
pendence on each other; that we 
can not merely take but we must 
give as well, that if we are to go 
forwird We mist move ag a train: 
ed and loyal army willing to sacri- 
fice for the good of a common dis- 
cipline, because without such dis- 
cipline no progress is made, no 
leadership becomes effective. We 
are, I know, ready and willing to 
submit our lives and property to 
such disciplines because jt makes 
possible a leadership which aims at 
a large good. ‘This I propose to 
offer, pledging that the large pur- 
poses will bind upon us all as a 
sacred obligation with a unity of 
duty hitherto evoked only in time 
of armed strife. 

“With this pledge taken, I as- 
sume unhesitatingly the leadership 
of this great army of our people 
dedicated to a disciplined attack 
upon our common problems, 

“Action in this image and to this | 
end is feasible under the form of 
government which we have inher- 
ited from our ancestors. Our Con- 
stitution is so simple and practical 
that it is possible always to meet 
extraordinary needs by changes in 
emphasis and arrangement without 
loss of essential form. That is why 
our constitutional system has prov- 
ed itself the most superbly endur- 
ing political mechanism the mod- 
ern world has produced, It has 
met every stress of vast expansion 
of territory, of foreign wars, of 
bitter internal strife, of world re- 
lations. 

“Tt is to be hoped that the nor- 
mal balance of executive and leg- 
islative authority may be wholly 
adequate to meet the unprecedent- 
ed demand and need for undelay- 
ed action may call for the tempo- 
rary departure from that normal 
balance of public procedure. 

“T am prepared under my con- 
stitutional duty to recommend the 
measures that a stricken nation in 
the midst of a stricken world may 
require. These measures, or such 
other measures as the Congress 
may build out of its experience 
and wisdom, T shall seek, within 
my constitutional authority, to 
bring to speedy adoption. 

“But in the event that the Con- 
gress shall fail to take one of these 
two courses, and in the event that 
the national emergency is still crit-

Our Committee which investi- 
gated the jail find that the drain 
pipes from the jail floors are com- 
pletely stopped up, and this needs 
to be remedied as early as pos- 
sible, because of the fact that pol- 
luted water standing in these 
drains is liable to cause 
among the prisoners confined in the 
jail. There are several other minor 
repairs needed, but it is our in- 
formation that these repairs have 
been made known to the Commis- 
sioners Court and we understand 
that they are going to be made 
at once, 

We find the books and records 
of the county officials are neatly 
and accurately kept, and that the 
bonds of the county officers are 
in proper form and amply secured. 

There are several small leaks in 
the court-house, also window panes 
which need replacing. These de- 
fects have been brought to the at- 
tention of the Commissioners 
Court, so we are informed. The 
Grand Jury recommends their im- 
mediate repair, together with the 
repairing of the court-house clock, 
which can be done at very little 
expense. 

The roads of the County are in 
fair condition due to the fact that 
a great deal of work has been 
done on them with funds furnish- 
ed through the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, There is some 
damage to part of the roads, on 
account of heavy recent rains.

New Bili Would Extend 
Federal Land Bank Loans 


The following statement con- 
cerning the passage by the lower 
house of congress of the Fletcher- 
Steagall bill providing for the ex- 
tension of payments on mortgages 
in Federal Land Banks has been 
received from Hon. Henry B, Stea- 
gall, representative of this district 
in congress and co-author of the 
bill: 

“The house today adopted the 
Conference report embodying final 
form of the Fletcher-Steagall bill 
providing for the extension of pay- 
ments on mortgages in Federal 
Land Banks and requiring exten- 
sions made to be spread over a 
period of ten years in equal annual 
amounts. The bill prevents banks 
from taking chattel mortgages to 
secure delinquent installments and 
requires the banks to apply to new 
loans or extension of payments the 
balance left over out of the fund 
of One Hundred and Twenty-Five 
million dollars ($125,000,000) pro- 
vided in the bill passed during the 
former session of Congress.

HORRORS OF NEXT WAR 

Speaking before a large audience 
in London, Arthur Henderson, 
former British foreign secretary, 
warned that the next great war, if 
it ever should come, will involve 
the wholesale killing of civilian 
populations well as military 
forces. 

He declared that the war would 
be largely fought by aircraft us- 
ing poison gases, from which none 
in the attacked areas could escape. 
He also said that it has been found 
impossible to humanize warfare, 
for once it is started no power can 
control it, and that the only way 
to stop such barbarities is to stop 
war itself. 

Mr, Henderson’s speech was in 
the nature of a plea for the mobil- 
izing of public opinion throughout 
the world against war.

There is a tradition that when 
the original MeAfee, founder of 
the hotel died, he made provision 
in his will that chicken pie must 
be served every day. This is 
probably unfounded. However, 
various managers of the hotel dur- 
ing its 70 years of existence have 
had chicken on the table every 
} day—until today. 


THE LENTEN SEASON 

The observance of Lent, the 
great fast preceding Easter, is a 
custom which originated with the 
early church, probably in the lat- 
ter part of the second century, but 
the number of days included in the 
Lenten season has varied widely at 
different times. 

In the beginning, it appears 
from the writings of Irenaeus and 
other early fathers of the church, 
only one or two days of fasting 
were observed, By the fourth 
century peridds of three, six and 
even seven weeks were observed 
in various countries, with widely 
different customs with respect to 
the continuity of the tast. 

As at present observed, Lent is 
a fast of forty days, not including 
Sundays, beginning with Ash Wed- 
nesday—this year on March 1-~ 
and ending the Saturday before 
Easter. 

During Lent it is considered de- 
sirable by the churches observing 
it that their members abstain from 
food each fasting day until even- 
ing; also that the season be marked 
by frequent attendance at worship 
and inereased diligence in works 
of charity, Various degrees of 
strictness in these observances have 
prevailed from time to time, and 
exceptions are made in accordance 
with the physical needs of certain 
individuals. Indulgence in worldly 
amusements is considered unsuit- 
able to the Lenten season

But now, at the age of 90, this 
same man finds himself beloved al- 
most as cordially as he was form- 
erly hated. In the meantime he 
has given away more than five hun- 
dred and fifty million dollars for 
the benefit of mankind. 

His benefactions touch the health 
and life of every person in the 
civilized world, and many who are 
still in a semi-savage state. Large- 
ly through his gifts in aid of scien- 
tific research yellow fever, which 
annually took its toll of thousands, 
has been practically banished from 
the earth.._In-a recent year only 
three cases were reported in both 
North and South America. Like- 
wise, hookworm, typhoid fever, 
diphtheria, malaria, small pox, lep- 
rosy and ohter diseases have been 
wholly or partially conquered thru 
the millions poured into the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Re- 
search and the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, 

Many other millions have been 
devoted to the cause of education, 
thirty-one million dollars having 
been given to the University of 
Chicago alone, and gifts for all 
these worthy purposes are being 
continued from year to year. 

Thus, through a series of bene- 
factions without a parallel in the 
history of the world, John D. 
Rockefeller has been transformed 
in public estimation from a devil 
of the past to a saint of the 
present,

“Belshazzar the king’... Bel- 
shazzar, as modern scholars have 
in recent years found out, was in 
effect the last king of Babylon, that 
is, of the second Babylonian em- 
pire that followed the Assyrians 
who had fallen in 616 B. C, The 
real king was Nabonidus or Nabu- 
naid; but the truth of the Biblical 
record is wonderfully attested by 
the new discoveries which show 
that Belshazzar, the King’s son, 
was actually regent in the capital 
city of Babylon, As for the lesson, 
the passage of scripture quoted 
from Daniel shows the impiety 
generally connected with drink— 
and its punishment which sooner 
or later comes. The king dared to 
use the sacred temple vessels for 
show before his lords as he feasted 
and drank. And even as he car- 
ried on his debauchery, the con- 
queroy Cyrus was at the gates of 
the city, and “That was Belshazzar 
the king of the Chaldeans (or later 
Babylonians) slain.” 

For further application of the 
temeprance thought, read in the 
Bible the story of Noah, Gen. 9; 
Lot, Gen. 19; Nabal, I Sam, 25; 
David’s treachery against Uriah, 
II Sam. 11; the unkingly Elah, I 
Kings 16.8-10; Ben-Hadad of Da- 
mascus, I Kings 20. These are all 
sordid stories. But their lessons 
are powerful. 

THOUGHTS ON THE LESSON 

From all indications in state and 
nation, we are facing another gi- 
gantic struggle over alcohol. From 
various causes, legitimate and not, 
thousands of citizens and many 
newspapers and organizations are 
dissatisfied with the national pro- 
hibition laws. Some would disrupt 
the present order of things because 
they want to drink; others because 
they want to manufacture drink 
for profitable sale; others because 
they from a standpoint of law be- 
lieve regulation and control would 
be better than the “noble experi- 
ment” of absolute prohibition.

As a fertilizer he recommen 
a mixture consisting of 650 pound 
of superphosphate, 75 pounds ni 
trate of soda, 200 pounds of am 
monium sulphate, 100 pounds 
cottonseed meal, and 175 poun 
of muriate of potash per acre, te 
}be applied in the drill and mixed 
with the soil before planting, Due 
}to economic conditions many far 
mers may wish to apply the mix 
ture at a lower rate per acre, he 
said, 

He emphasized the importance 
of using large seed pieces, recom- 
mending that the seed be cut into 
weighing one ounce each, 
with each piece carrying at least 
one good eye and preferably two. 
By using this size seed pieces and 
spacing as suggested 11% bushels 
of seed will be required for plant- 
ing each aere, he said.

The measure, allowing cuts of 
$500,000,000, passed by both con- 
gressional branches and signed by 
Speaker’ Rainey last week, was 
headed for the White House soon 
after the Senate met. Garner’s 
signing had to be deferred over the 
week-end because of the Senate 


recess. 
Much was. ready for starting the 
huge savings, with some orders 


drawn up and others awaiting final 
approval, The effect of the law, 
giving the president great authori- 
ty over veterans’ payments and 
government salaries, may begin to 
show itself before the month is out. 

Orders by the president himself 
were required to make most of the 
reductions. 

However, in preparation for the 
bill’s enactment, the veterans’ ad- 
ministration last week ordered its 
field stations to discontinue awards 
in veterans’ cases. It also suspend- 
ed all admissions to veterans’ 
homes and hospitals, except those 
of emergency nature. 

Under the bill the president has 
the power to fix new regulations 
and new limits of eligibility for 
pensions, compensations, ete. This 
clause will remove thousands from 
the rolls and will prevent addition 
of thousands more. . 

Except for men permanently dis- 
abled, hospital and domiciliary care 
will be limited to those whose ail- 
ments were actually caused by war 
service. Pensions for civil war or 
previous service will be cut 10 per 
cent flat, Only those emergency 
officers who saw service and were 
injured during the actual World 
War period will be allowed’ further 
retirement pay, 

All provisions of existing law 
under which ailments are presum- 
ed to be of war origin, if develop- 


‘ed within so many years after the 


war, are now out. 

In addition the president is au- 
thorized, after investigation of the 
cost of living, to cut’ all federal 
salaries except those fixed by the 
constitution, by as much as 15 per 


‘cent.

THRU HEART IN REVENGE PLOT) 


ANDALUSIA, Ala., March 18.— 
The mutilated body of Will Tub- 
berville, 45, forest rider for the 
Jackson Lumber Company of Lock- 
hart, was found early today in a 
wood a half mile across the Gene- 
va County Line, near Hacoda, by 
a searching party after an all-night 
hunt, He had been shot twice 
through the heart and there were 
indications an automobile had been 
driven over his body several times. 

When Tubberville failed to re- 
turn to the lumber company head- 
quarters last night, after supervis- 
ing the fighting of a forest fire 
near the county line, a search was 
instituted and his body was found 
at daybreak today. 

Five empty .82 caliber pistol 
cartridges were found near his 
body, and his pistol, of the same 
ealiber, was missing. Officers said 
that Tubberville probably was slain 
somewhere else and his body placed 
in the spot where it was found by 
the searchers. 

Sheriff Tom Gantt, of Covington 
County, and Sheriff J. A. Driver, 
of Geneva, launched an jmmediate 
investigation but late last night no 
arrests had been made.  Blood- 
hounds from Kilby Prison at Mont- 
gomery were brought to the scene 
today in an airplane that landed 


at Lockhart, about 30 miles from 


here. 

Rewards totaling several hun- 
dred dollars have been offered for 
apprehension of the slayer. D. 
Hamp, State forester for the An- 
dalusia District, announced that his 
department had offered a $200 re- 
ward, while the Jackson Lumber 
Company officials said they would 
offer a “substantial” reward. 

A coroner’s jury empanelled ear- 
ly today by Coroner J, M. Thomas, 
of Geneva County, investigated the 
slaying and fixed the time of death 
at approximately midnight, or 
about five hours before the body 
was found, Tubberville had been 
out with the fire fighting expedi- 
tion until about 11 p.m., Friday, 
at which time the flames had been 
brought under control. 

No motive for the slaying could 
be advanced by officers investigat- 
ing the case, 

Tubberville lived about five miles 
east of Green Bay, in Covington 
County. Hacoda is just across the 
line in Geneva County, about 30 
miles from Andalusia. Lockhart, 
where the Jackson Lumber Compa- 
ny is located, is near Florala on 
the Alabama-Florida line, 

Surviving Tubberville is a 14- 
year-old son, Stacy. The forest 
rider was well known in this sec- 
tion and had many friends who 


have joined in the hunt for his 
slayer or slayers.

We always plant corn the first ten} ty days. 


days in March, Sometimes we have 
to plant over but we always have 
corn to sell. If you ever make a 
good corn crop when you plant 
late you should not tell it, as you 
might cause your children to make 
a failure trying to do the same 
thing, If you have not planted 
your corn, then do so at once, as 
it is getting mighty late to plant. 
I realize that you can make good 
corn planted in April but 1 have 
observed that those who have corn 
to sell every Spring are the ones 
who plant early. I believe in fol- 
lowing or taking advice from the 
man who succeeds with the things 
Um interested in, So plant now 
if you have not already done so. 

It is also time to begin thinking

know of some men who have plant- 
ed their beans but I doubt the wis- 
dom of planting beans this early. 
Of course, the nature of the soil is 
an important factor in deciding 
when to plant your beans, If your 
soil is high and dry and not too 
fertile it is all right to plant your 
beans now but if your soil is fer- 
tile or damp natured jt is too early. 
Of course, it all depends on how 
many beans you want to make. I’ve 
never known of a good farmer 
making too many beans. If you 
wish to make a quantity of beans 
per acre it is best to plant them 
forty days after you plant your 
corn. If your corn can get forty 
days start on our beans the beans 
will not choke your corn out, If 
you need a quantity of beans plant 
them forty to fifty days later than 
the corn. A good farmer grows 
beans abundantly, 

What about those early plants | 
talked to you about? Have you 
grown them? I hope you have. 
It is very necessary that you have 
a hot bed or boxes to grow cab- 
bage, tomatoes, ezg plants and the 
like. We simply must use our 
heads as well as our hands, A 
farmer who does not have a hot 
bed for his sweet potatoes is too 
slow for this day and time. 

Sallie has all her plants ready 
to put out and she has had me at 
work for several days putting out 
lot fertilizer. Sallie will not have 
horse lot fertilizer under any of 
her crops. It must be cow lot fer- 
tilizer or we go to the woods for 
rotten leaves. Sallie says horse 
lot fertilizer is good to make a 
hot bed or cotton but she will not 
have it in her garden. T’ve found 
out by experience that Sallie is 
right, as usual. 

It is now time to shut up your 
hogs. The next ninety days will 
determine your hog crop. A good 
farmer will have green corn ready 
for his hogs in ninety days. It is 
possible to have green corn by the 
first week in June if you plant and 
fertilize it correctly.

Strawberry corn will make in nine- 
I suggest that you plant 
a patch of strawberry corn and a 
patch of dent at the same time. 
The dent will be about two weeks 
later than the strawberry. The 
first day the corn will do to cut 
begin feeding it to your hogs, Feed 
it on a floor if you can. From now 
to the 15th of June is the time 
we must feed dry feed to our hogs. 
Do not allow your pigs to lose a 
pound in weight, but instead push 
them all the time, It may cost 
you just a little to get feed for 
the next ninety days, but it will 
pay you to get it and push your 
hogs. The price will be better by 
the Fall of the year.

T told you last week that T would 
make a suggestion soon as to how 
we might remedy our poverty- 
stricken condition. Interest is the 
viper that is sucking the very life 
blood from our financial existence. 
It takes 8% billion dollars each 
year to pay the interest on what 
we owe and there is not that much 
actual cash in circulation. How 
can We carry on? We all owe 154 
billion dollars and we have about 
5 cents in the dollar to pay it 
with. It is a physical impessibility 
for us to pay all we owe, much 
less the interest on it. We could 
not afford to repudiate these debts 
but if we do not do something they 
cannot be paid. I say stop the 
interest on all existing debts. [pr 
one owed me I’d be glad to get 
the principal and let the interest 
go. All new matters could bear 
interest if we agreed to pay it. If 
this was done we could at least 
hope to pay what we owe some 
day, but as it is, how can we hope 
to pay the principal when we can- 
not even pay the interest? If the 
farmer is to have a new deal why 
not give him one like this?—stop 
the accumulation of interest on all 
existing debts, exempt 160 acres of 
land from all taxes, forbid the giv- 
ing of mortgages on the home 
lands, and fix it so no lien can be 
given, created or maintained 
against the home except for the 
original purchase price of same. 
Then fix a sales tax and an income 
tax sufficient to operate the Gov- 
ernment and the farmer will be 
able to stand his hand at any time. 
Believe me, a new deal of this kind 
would save the farmer, stabilize 
the Government and would make 
the man pay who has and spends 
the money, In my opinion, this 
would be a real relief, and it would 
last a long time. If this country 
ever thrives again it will be when 
the individual homes thrive, and 
this plan will bring prosperity back 
to the homes of this great land. 
We could prosper now if the great 
burden of interest and taxes were 
lifted. My suggested plan lifts the 
load and permits us to prosper as
